I wrote to 18 
schools to see if they 
were interested and only 
expected to hear from 
one or two but I had 15 
replies, all keen for me 
to go along.

my own so I am looking 
for others to join me. I 
have 40 years teaching 
experience but you don’t 
have to be an ex- teacher, 
just have something you 
are interested in that you 
can share with the chil¬ 
dren, or just help them 
with their reading. 
Sewing, knitting, garden¬ 
ing or helping in the li¬ 
brary are all useful and it 
can just be the odd hour 
here or there or a regular 
thing. When you retire 
there is a danger of doing 
nothing and often people 
are retiring younger now, 
this helps keep your brain 
active and it is a two way 
street. I was working with 
the children doing their 
times tables and they were 
following it on a CD, I 


hadn’t used the CD player 
before so they had to 
show me how. A lot of it 
is helping the children 
gain confidence. 

“Some people who 
haven’t been to a school 
for years might not be 
aware of what goes on 
and be nervous to go but I 
will go with them until 
they are comfortable if 
need be. You do have to 
have a CRB certificate but 
that is really not as bad as 
people think. All you need 
are three forms of ID in¬ 
cluding your birth certifi¬ 
cate. Mine only took 10 
days to come through 
which surprised me.” 

Acting headteacher at 
Merriott Zoe Coghlan 
said: “As a school we 
have always encouraged 


volunteer visitors from 
the community. It gives 
the children more of a 
broad spectrum. From our 
first meeting Malcolm’s 
skill as an ex- teacher and 
his passion to give his 
time was evident. 

“Having volunteers 
makes the children more 
able to follow on and give 
back to the community 
themselves, it creates mu¬ 
tual respect. We are really 
hoping this will encour¬ 
age others to come here, 
some of our parents have 
clearly had a bad experi¬ 
ence of school themselves 
and may have been reluc¬ 
tant to come in as volun¬ 
teers . I am sure the 
children are going to ben¬ 
efit.” 

The RS VP charity is the 


only UK wide organisa¬ 
tion that offers the oppor¬ 
tunity to everyone over 
the age of 50 to volunteer, 
they pay for expenses 
such a travel and sta¬ 
tionery and offer support 
and even some training. 
An independent evalua¬ 
tion commissioned by 
RSVP’s parent, Commu¬ 
nity Service Volunteers, 
indicated that children’s 
reading age went up by an 
average of one year in 
under three months, when 
they read regularly with a 
member of RSVP.

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Farm sell off could 
pay for broadband 


SOMERSET County Council has 
announced that their controversial 
sale of tenant farms and other prop¬ 
erty and land has raised £9.6m. 

Of the 62 farms owned by the 
council, 18 have now been sold with 
two bought up by the existing ten¬ 
ants. Some farms were sold from the 
Ilminster and Crewkerne area. 

The money generated from sales 
can only be used for building or 
other capital projects such as Somer¬ 
set’s plans for superfast broadband to 
be available to every household over 
the next few years. Due to financial 
regulations, it cannot be used to sup-

port services such as libraries or re¬ 
cycling centres. 

Councillor Ken Maddock, Leader 
of Somerset County Council said: 
“This is great news for everyone in 
Somerset. The farms were heavily 
subsidised and only helped a few 
people. Projects like superfast broad¬ 
band will benefit everyone in the 
county, businesses and residents. It is 
a far more fair way of spending our 
money.” 

A harsh Government settlement 
last year meant that the council had 


to make £34m worth of savings. 
Along with reviewing its services, 
the council also reviewed its assets. 

Councillor David Huxtable, Cabi¬ 
net Member for Resources, said: 
“We promised to look at all our land 
and property to support spending on 
major important projects. This is 
what we have done and I am de¬ 
lighted that we are able to secure 
such good prices in a difficult mar¬ 
ketplace. There is more to come as 
we work with other councils to look 
to share buildings so we can free up 
more properties which we can sell 
off.”

SOUTH Somerset District Council has 
launched an online map allowing resi¬ 
dents to find information about their 
home and area, including planning appli¬ 
cations. 

People entering their postcode can see 
planning or building control applications 
on their property and in their street, and 
a personalised waste and recycling col¬ 
lection calendar for their home. 

Users can also see which trees are pro¬ 
tected by tree preservation orders, which 
local buildings are listed, whether their 
home is in a conservation area and 
which councillor serves their ward. 

The information is found on the My 
Neighbourhood part of the district coun- 
cilfs website, www.southsomerset.gov.uk 
, accessed from the home page. 

Other online services include paying for 
council tax, garden waste collection sub¬ 
scriptions and renewals, business rates 
and planning applications, reporting 
problems such as fly tipping and graffiti 
and applying for permissions or licences.

E mbarking on a 

family made Chard 
couple, Steve and 
Louise Haines, realise there 
was a gap in the market 
and, needing a career 
change, they decided to 
open the L&S Baby Shop 
in the High Street. 

Self-employed property 
developer Steve suffers 
from Crohn’s disease and 
was finding the physical as¬ 
pect of his job too draining 
with his loss of body 
weight. With two young 
children of their own, Katie 
20 months and Lily six 
months, Louise suggested 
they could run a shop to¬ 
gether selling the things 
they had found it hard to 
find in town for their chil¬ 
dren. 

Even with his skills, it 
took Steve three weeks to 
refurbish the shop opposite 
the Choughs, which had 
been empty for a long time. 
Brought up in Chard Steve 
said: “I remember coming 
in here as a kid for videos 
and I think I remember my 
Gran saying it had ben an 
off licence. I had no power 
for the first week; it had 
been empty so long the 
power company didn’t even 
have a record of it. We de¬ 
cided on the name because 
we looked on the internet 
and all the baby shop 
names we thought of were 
taken so we decided to use 
our initials and baby shop, 
nice and simple. 

“There are pillars in the 
shop which had to stay so I 


painted each one a different 
colour and have made a 
nice big changing room be¬ 
cause we have got some 
maternity wear. We have 
tried to cover all the bases 
with good quality at rea¬ 
sonable prices. There are a 
range of toys and acces¬ 
sories from 0-five months 
and a few for older children 
too. I have never run a shop 
before but am really look¬ 
ing forward to it. One of 
the best things is things is 
that Louise and I can take 
turns in the shop which 
means we both get time 
with the girls.” 


Louise added: “There 
was nowhere in Chard you 
could buy maternity wear 
so we have a small range 
and we have children’s 
clothes from newborn to 
five or six.

Originally from Bangla-desh, 29- 
year-old Shakil Hassan has been in 
the UK restaurant business for 12 
years. He grew up learning from his 
extended family, first in the kitchens 
at his uncle’s restaurants in London, 
then with his brother-in-law in De¬ 
vizes. More recently he has been in 
Yeovil as the manager of the Akash 
and was very pleased when the op¬ 
portunity arose to take on the prem¬ 
ises in Chard.

and is passionate about 
sharing his knowledge to 
help others, both on green 
issues and stroke aware¬ 
ness. 

Part of his rehabilitation 
was to pursue a love of 
barbershop music and he is 
now a member of the 
Rivertones barbershop 
chorus, who are based in 
Taunton. They also have a 
break off smaller group 
called the Somertones, vis¬ 
iting residential homes in 
the Ilminster area, where 
they entertain and encour¬ 
age the residents to join in 


with some old favourites. 

Earlier in the year, the 
Rivertones were invited on 
stage to join British Bar¬ 
bershop Chorus Champi¬ 
ons, the Great Western 
Chorus, for a charity per¬ 
formance at the Tacchi 
Morris Centre in Taunton. 
John was delighted to be in 
the line-up as part of such 
a huge stage performance. 

Unlike choral singing, 
barbershop style involves 
choreographed moves 
which can be challenging 
for John who still has a de¬ 
gree of right side paralysis 


but he said The Rivertones 
were very understanding 
and has accommodated 
him into their routines. 

He said: “I had the clas¬ 
sic facial drop, my limbs 
felt very heavy, sometimes 
it still feels like I am carry¬ 
ing a heavy sack but 
slowly everything wakes 
up. Nature takes its time 
but you can help it along. 
My personality and 
lifestyle got me into this, 
now my personality and 
lifestyle are getting me out 
of it.

for you. What you eat and 
what you do after you eat 
is important. I was told I 
was a type A person, per¬ 
sistent, outgoing and very 
hyper and on edge. Stress 
releases chemicals which 
fur up the arteries. The 
blood has to be kept flow¬ 
ing and kept clean or we 
become a bit like a canal 
that needs dredging. Ath¬ 
letes can slip up by exercis¬ 
ing a lot but not losing the 
toxic build up from too 
much adrenaline. Circuit 
training and jogging is fine 
for the younger ones but as 
you get older something 
more gentle is better, even 
waving your arms around 
every day helps. It is im¬ 
portant to maintain the 
flushing; massage is very 
good for this too. 

“When I was in hospital I 
told myself ‘I am getting 
out of this bed and out of 
this room’, it’s all about 
not letting the muscles 
tighten up. By the time I 
was sent to rehab, I had 
started to recover. My 
friends were barbershop- 
pers at the time and they 
sang around my bed, so 
when I moved to Ilminster 
I looked for one to join and 
the Rivertones were very 
understanding. 

“I am researching how 
the brain recovers and just 
thinking about what you 
want to do is almost as 
good as it happening. 
Don’t get me wrong, there 
are some people who just 
physically can’t and al¬ 
though rehabilitation is 
about 70 per cent yourself, 
you do need to take it in 
steps and seek advice in the 
beginning. 

“My best advice to peo¬ 
ple, is change your chip, 
re-train the brain. That’s 
why barbershop is good for 
me as it is all about co-or¬ 
dination. It took me a long 
time to write with my left 
hand but I did it, you have 
to take the most difficult 
thing at the top of your list 
and try for it, it makes 
everything else easier.”

FAMILY loving 'tecchie' Jonathan Edgington has spent years in the business 
of computers and mobile phones trying to reach a balance, which he feels 
he has found in Crewkerne. 

He originally moved to the town 13 years ago from Yeovil and while work¬ 
ing outside of Crewkerne, he always wanted his own business close to 
home, which is now at Hinton St George. 

After running a business selling computers in Yeovil and being squeezed 
out by the chain stores, Jonathan spent five years running a mobile phone 
franchise in Chard, constantly frustrated at the restrictions it gave him. 

In February this year he finally achieved his dream when he opened In 
Touch Mobile Solutions in Victoria Mews and is now doing it his way, put¬ 
ting the customer first and serving them tea or coffee on the sofa while 
they work out the best solution for their needs. Jonathan is now seeking a 
like-minded employee. 


# WHAT do you like most about 
being your own boss? 

It's having the personal touch and cre¬ 
ating the sort of shop I would want to 
go into. 

I do a lot of translating all the tech 
stuff so the customer doesn't have to 
wade through it. Also it's taking the 
worry out of interesting things, there 
are some gadgets you might look at 
on the internet but would not want to 
buy without being able to checkthem 
out. 

I source things that I think other peo¬ 
ple would find useful and my wife 
Fiona tests them first. 

# WHAT kind of phone do you use 
yourself? 

I prefer a dual sim card candy bar style 
then have a tablet for internet work, 
and run everything off a portable 
wireless router that just sits in my 
pocket. That way if I visit a customer at 
home who doesn't have a wireless 
connection, I can still set them up. 

# WHAT do you like about Crewk¬ 
erne? 

It's the people, I feel I have a better re¬ 
lationship living here. When I was 
going to Chard it never felt right just 
going there to work and coming back 
here every day. I think Crewkerne has 
the right balance of town and rural life. 

# WHAT changes would you like to 
see? 

I would love to see the market back in 
Market Square and I think it is missing 
things for the 14-18 age group. When 
I lived at Bryant's Row I saw them all 
the time hanging around in the park, 
bored and needing somewhere out of 
the rain. If they had their own place to 
hang out it would solve a lot of the 
problems which are mainly due to 
boredom. 

# WHAT are you looking for in an 
employee? 

I have to say it is hard to find a young 
person with enough drive and deter¬ 
mination - another me. 

When I was in Chard I even had a 
young man come for an interview at 
9am with a can of beer in his hand. 
This is a prime industry and they have 
to learn the technology so the client 
doesn't need to, but I have trouble 
finding anyone who is not a poor time 
keeper. They want to roll in late and 


then clock watch at the end of the day 
which means they haven't been fo¬ 
cussed for the last hour. 

# HOW do you relax and switch off? 
We have horses, an Arab mare and a 
Welsh pony and we ride out Hinton 
way where there are also lots of walks. 
I head home and my day goes from 
tecchie to rural, it's fantastic, every¬ 
thing just drops away. 

# DO you have any unfulfilled am¬ 
bitions? 

A couple of things. I want to make a 
website that is more friendly, I like the 
idea of a phone that sells itself, with lit¬ 
tle animations and voices a bit like In 
Hitchhiker's Guide to the Galaxy at the 
Restaurant at the End of the Universe 
when the pig pats himself on the 
backside and says "nice piece of rump". 
Also I was the tech consultant for a 
Haynes manual on the PC and I want 
to do the same for some of the gener¬ 
ics of mobiles phones.

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NewYeovilton exhibition marks 
100 years of naval aviation 


LAST month marked the 100th 
anniversary of four naval officers 
learning to fly fixed wing aircraft. 

Prior to this period, only airships 
and man lifting kites were used to 
gain aerial advantage. 

The naval officers Longmore, 
Gregory, Samson and Royal Ma¬ 
rine Gerrard demonstrated enor¬ 
mous courage in trusting their 
lives to elementary aircraft which 
bore more resemblance to large 
propeller driven box kites than to 
aircraft as we know them today. 

Within another year, they had 
pioneered flying from warships of 
the Royal Navy. 

On June 27th, a new exhibition 
celebrating the bravery of the 
early pioneers of the Royal Naval 
Air Service will open at the Fleet 
Air Arm Museum. 

In close proximity to a replica of 
the aircraft that they flew in 1911, 
the Short S27, are the WWI 
medals of Henry Allingham, pic¬ 
tured left, the last survivor of the 
RNAS, who died at the age of 
113yrs in July 2009. 

Like so many of his generation, 
Henry Allingham had been reluc¬ 
tant to discuss the events of WWI 
and his role within it. 

It was only in his later years 
when he felt the responsibility to 
speak out against the tragedy of 
war and the need for global 
brotherhood. 

Among Henry Allingham's pos¬ 
sessions was his old tool box 
which had been found by his 


American grandsons, the Gray 
brothers, when clearing his home 
in Brighton. To their surprise and 
amazement they discovered his 
WWI Victory Medal and British 
War Medal lying at the bottom of 
the tool box. 

The Gray brothers have given 
the medals to the Fleet Air Arm 
Museum for posterity and public 
display, pictured below right 

Museum director Graham Mot- 
tram said: "The medals had been 
lying in the bottom of Henry's 
tool box for a very long time. They 
are battered and dirty and with¬ 
out their ribbons. 

"We have taken the unusual de¬ 
cision to leave them in the condi¬ 
tion in which they were found. 

"Their condition and the fact 
that they were found in his tool 


box are a poignant reminder that 
veterans from the Great War were 
not triumphalist; instead they just 
wanted to forget about it. 

"We are honoured to have such 
a pertinent reminder of this im¬ 
portant gentleman". 

Mr Allingham's family have also 
given the Fleet Air Arm Museum 
his French Legion d'Honneur 
which he wore in recent years 
with an increasing sense of re¬ 
sponsibility as he became an am¬ 
bassador for his generation. 

Henry Allingham was inter¬ 
viewed by the Fleet Air Arm Mu¬ 
seum in 2006. 

Excerpts of the interview are on 
the Museum's website and his 
medals and his silver WWI iden¬ 
tity bracelet are now on public 
display.

The sight is breathtaking. 

Surely if I am going to travel 
to take in such wonder over 
lunch I might want to be more 
creative that a bought quiche 
and some Chorleywood bread? 

This Saturday, my wife, chil¬ 
dren, brother and I will picnic in 
Beer. Again, another outstand¬ 
ing spot. I'm very much looking 
forward to it. 

For my hamper, I plan to pack 
a loaf of homemade bread 
which I will bake that morning, 
some cold meats, salad from 
the garden, some homemade 
chutneys, possibly a pate if I 
get around to it, a victoria 
sponge and a bottle of Elder- 
flower, made last week. 

Pompous? I hope not. Hum¬ 
ble? Yes! Better than 20 mini 
scotch eggs?

Exciting additions and syndication 


F OLLOWING on from last week's article 
where Bob Buckler gave his assess¬ 
ment of the season which ended in 
late April, the Henley trainer discussed the 
situation at the yard during the summer 
writes Stuart Broom. 

Buckler had described how the past cam¬ 
paign had seen a change of mix of horses 
in the yard with some of the more sea¬ 
soned, experienced horses quite naturally 
beginning to drop down in handicap as 
age started to slow them, whilst some of 
the expected replacements had not quite 
made their mark yet. 

He agreed that Ethiopia who had failed 
by a short head to make it four victories in 
a row at Towcester recently was one of the 
up and coming horses that would probably 
step up to the plate this season. 

Buckler is well recognised in the industry 
for training chasers and slightly older 
horses; a skill that needs time and patience, 
and indeed has been well rewarded with 
the success of a number of good chasers. 
However this takes time and therefore his 
returns in prize money is perhaps not as 
quick as another trainer that concentrates 
on younger horses. 

"Yes that's true, there are trainers that run 
horses at a younger age and them move 
them on to other stables, but you still need 
continuity, a kind of production line, and I 


had a bit of a lull this year. However I am 
hopeful that some that didn't quite reach 
expectation, with another summer to ma¬ 
ture, will come through next season" 

Referring to the horses that like the firmer 
summer ground, Buckler said: "I had nine 
that were being ridden until quite recently 
in the hope that I might get a run from 
them, but some of them have now been 
turned out because of the lack of rain." 

For those left in training it is Buckler's job 
to keep them interested and fit, and there 
are a variety of things that the yard do to 
keep them sharp. 

For instance Ethiopia might continue in 
training. "As long as he is running well we 
will probably keep him in training but do 
different things with him. For example we 
might give him a complete week's break on 
the hill to keep him fresh and happy and 
turn him out a lot more and train him 
slightly differently." 

The summer is a time for everyone to take 
stock but also to tidy up the yard. Boxes are 
painted and the training fences removed 
and the ground around it harrowed and 
rolled, and reseeded with grass. With the 
ground now too hard to work on, Richard 
Barber's all weather track is used constantly 
in the summer. 

Meanwhile it is imperative that those 
horses turned out have been checked be¬ 


forehand. 

"You make sure the horses are all right 
before you turn them out, because if you 
turn them out wrong, they will come back 
wrong, so you treat them and make sure 
they are fine." 

The summer is often a good time to buy 
new horses, and Buckler has been active 
on this front, purchasing four new horses, 
three of which are for sale. 

Syndication of horses is a relatively new 
way of becoming involved in horse racing 
without having to get too involved in the 
day-to-day work of owning a horse, and is 
relatively inexpensive. 

Buckler already has one syndicate in 
place and is setting up another called the 
Robert Buckler Racing Club. 

Buckler explained: "It is a really exciting 
way of being involved without any of the 
fuss required as all the administration is 
done for you. 

"It will allow affordable shared ownership 
of a racehorse, and gives you not only the 
chance to be an owner but allow you sta¬ 
ble visits, gallops viewing, complimentary 
entry to the races when your horse is run¬ 
ning and weekly updates." 

Next week we will give details of how you 
can join, the horses you could be a part 
owner of, and the trainer's thoughts for 
next season.
